A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality 
of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed 
on 1 2/22/03 has been entered. 

Claims 1,5,7-10,12-22 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for "first plurality of isolated silicon sections" in claim 1 and it can not 
be determined what applicant intends by the recitation. 

In view of the 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejection of claim 1, there is a great deal of 

confusion and uncertainty as to the proper interpretation of the limitations of claim 1 . As a result, the scope 

of claim 1 cannot be determined without considerable speculation or assumption. Therefore, claim 1 has 

not been rejected on the basis of prior art. See MPEP 21 73.06
